Pip a small piece oat ef aa OMihell, 
PCNor oat a Itttlo of the contents and 
pot ahoot as maeh of the tartar emetic 
as will cover the point of a email 
pocket knife into the shell. Paste a 
small pleee of white paper Over the 
broken porttoo, and place the egg In 
one of the nests, preferably In a se- 
cluded spot, where the dog has been 
accustomed to pilfer. Put it where he 
«oo •it It foiekir hecoto the 
hare a ehaooo to emdi the 
egg. 

Having eaten this poison the dog be> 
comes violently sick and wlU aahea 
quently ahoa eggs. TUa mneai of 
coring .the habit, though drastic. Is 
effectual it will not result in the 
death of tko «ai

In many herds In Scotland 
are cows 20 yean old, and still good 

producers, but the herds which are 
fed heavily on gAin they do not last 
as long, and the oldest cow is not 
more than twelve years old. For 
the American dairyman, the striking 
features of Scotch dairying are the 
uniformly good cows kept, the excel- 
lent care given them, and the atten- 
tion paid to feeding them eotmomifr 
ally on a sinall amount bt grain, nev- 
er wasting concentrates on cows that 
are not producing hi avily. When we 
consider the low efficiency ot the av- 
erage cows milkad In AMtlea com- 
pared with the average Ayrshlres 
milked in Scotland, it is easy to see 
the great possibilities yet unattained 
by tbe dairymen of this ooantry.. 



GLUTEN FEEOTODAIRY COWS 

Good Supplsmentary Food May Be 
Profitably Given In Place of Bean 
- Meal— Other Good Feeds. 

Gluten feed forms a good suppla- 

mentary food for dairy cows and may 
be profitubly fed to take the place of 
bean meal in forming the concentrat- 
ed part of the ration. 

Cows eat gluten feed regularly and 
it may be safely given up to seven 
pounds a day, though smaller quanti- 
ties fed as part of a mixture will prob- 
ably give tbe better result. 

Bean meal and crushed oats have 
fully maintained their past reputation 
of being an excellent food . for dairy 

COWS, but tbe mixture is more ex- 
pensive. Own an aqaal weight ot 

gluten feed. 

Sugar beet is an excellent food for 
the dairy cows. There Is a little diffi- 
culty at first in getting some animals 
totakatolt It show* n vary aarfced 
effect in stimulating and maintaining 
the yield of milk, even when the cows 
are advanced in lactation. 

Cows fed on sugar beets produce a 
cream mors dUBeolt to ehom than 
those fed on an equal weight of tur- 
nips and the butter is very pale in 
color. 

Gluten feed is the refuse after the 
extraction ot stardi from grsln snd 

may be had In two forms, either as 
gluten meal or as gluten feed, the lat- 
ter consisting of the hull, the gluten 
layer and the germ, the hull being ab- 
sent in OM ease of i^ten asal.

-Bia Barnes'" Body Rests In 
Kentucky Soil. 

The followini; from the Danville Mes- 
senger will prove interesting to the many 
friends in Madison of "Bro. Barnes," 
who lovingly cherish his memory: 

"Mrs. Delia Bogle received a telegram 
from Wm. Barnes, stating that the bod- 
ies of his parenta. Rev. and Mrs. Geo. O. 
Karnes, luki been shipped from Sanibel 
Island and would arrive in Danville to- 
morrow (Saturday, 14th inst.) As stat- 
ed in the Meeaenger several weeks ago, 
friends of the famoas evangelist decided 
to exhume and remove the bodies to 
Kentuclcy. They were buried on 8aai- 
bel, the home of the minister, at tbo 
lime of their deaths, several years ago. 

"Upon arrival in Danville, tbe caaketa 
were taken to Bellevue Cemetery and 
placed in a vault. On Sunday afternoon 
at 2:30 o'clock the bodies wore bariod. 
There was no elaborato aarvioob slasply 
a prayer aod songs. 

"George O. Barnes was tbe meet wide* 
ly-known evangelist that Kentucky ever 
produced. Beginning his work in the 
mountains of the State, news of his won- 
derful success soon spread, and he visit- 
ed many other States. He alao woot 
abroad, to England, Scotland and in fact 
circled tbe globe, "witboat acript or 
purse," preaching the doetriao of "God 
is Love and Nothing Else." He was al 
ways accompanied by hiadaughter. Miss 
Marie, who is a alngor of great ability. 
They carried with them a sasall organ 
and iheir sweet songs won maj^y souls 
to iMtter thinga. They sang only tbe 
old ^miliar soogs. the congregation 
rarely being asked to join with them. 
Mr Barnes was originally a lioeossd 
minister in tbo Prssbytoriaa ehorob 
and served aa a missionary to India un- 
der that sect In tbo '60' a. Not kMig af- 
ter bis rotarn froai that eoantry aad 
while having charge of the Stanford 
church, Ifi* liberal doetriao caused his 
dismissal froas tha Piesb? twiaa pulpit. 
From that tlaio oa ho pro >(dwd "Ood Is 
Love." . . 

"Geo. O. Bamea jras a man of great 
mind and most charming personality, 
and hia pr eae b ia g reached many pottle 
who woald otborwh* have oever f ivea 
a thougbt to their souls' salvation. He 
was a Mexican soldier, having oalis.od 
from Madisoa eoanty. Most of bis Ufa 
was spea^taOarrafdaMi^ 
lies."
